(and some manufacturers as well) is, “we have no 


advertising expense.” When this subject

FE » thought, that the consumer really has to 
xpense. : 


pay for this advertising in addition to 
the cost of the goods. Nothing could be farther from 
the truth than this, for advertising really does not cost 
anything; or, to be more exact, the cost of the pub- 
licity given advertised goods is paid by the non-adver- 
tised. This may seem like a bold statement, but it is 
true, nevertheless. 

Every commercial house has a fixed expense for the 
transaction of business, and included in these fixed 
expenses is the of whether the 
goods are being sold to the dealer or whether it is the 
With every article 


cost distribution, 
dealer selling to the consumer. 
you buy you pay a part of this cost, just as you should. 
It actually becomes a part of the cost of that article. 
In manufacturing we have seen all kinds of progress; 
we have seen a certain product made entirely by hand, 
then we have seen certain parts of the work done by 
machinery, and later see one machine doing several! 
parts of the work at once. This brought the cost 
down, even though these machines may have cost thou- 
sands of dollars for the first outlay. 

As we have said before, distribution is a part of the 
legitimate cost of an article. If, then, we reduce the 
cost of this distribution, can it be said that the con- 
sumer is paying for that which causes this reduction, 
any more than it could be said that the consumer was 
paying for these other cost-cutting machines? Ad- 
vertising, well done, means that where one article 
was sold before, from five to ten are sold as a re- 
sult of the investment in publicity. This brings the 
cost of distribution down proportionately, just the 
same as the use of the machine brings down the man- 


ufacturing cost. 
Advertising means also that the salesman will not 
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have to spend the time in making sales that he did be- 
fore. His goods are introduced, so to speak, before he 
The the 
relation to advertising, or should, as the operator does 


reaches the buyer. salesman bears same 


to the machines. A man may build a machine that 
will do the actual work of making his product, but it 
takes the skilled operator to bring the cost-cutting re- 
sults out of the machine. So it is with the salesman, 
whether he is selling to the dealer or to the consumer. 
Advertising is the machine which, if the salesman 
does his part, will cut the cost of distribution and thus 
cut the average cost for the end of the year. 

There will still be those who will say that you can’t 
get something for nothing, that it is against all nat- 
ural laws to say that advertising which costs money 
does not have to be paid for by some one. We agree 
that some one has to pay for it, but it is the non-ad- 
vertised goods that have to foot the bill. Increased 
sales for the advertised line mean reduced individual 
cost, and as these mcreased sales come largely from 
the customers who had been buyers of the non-adver- 
tised line, the sales of non-advertised goods is cut 
down, and with decreased output comes increased pro 
rata cost; therefore we say that the non-advertiser 
pays the bill of the advertiser.

Naturally, the introducer of each of these resolu- 
tions would be made chairman of the committee and 
it would bear his name. This seems to be the most 
importart aim of such resolutions as these for there 
is really no need for them; the bureau of corporations 
has been formed and equipped to take care of this 
work and in all these is no claim 
made that this department is not doing its work. 

The general public is beginning to see that there

is too much time being wasted by our legislative 


bodies in useless “investigating’’ and “probing” com 
mittees, the only result of them being that all during 
the time these legislative bodies are in session, the 
general commercial interests are held up by the un- 
certainty of what may come next. 

Governor Colquitt of Texas struck the key note 
when he said, in his address before the recent hard- 
ware convention at San Antonio, “What we need in 
the nation is a rest from the surplus of legislative 
enactments. We have three or four throusand more 
laws than we need; give us a chance to adjust our 
selves to the laws we already have; let Congress and 
the legislatures of the several states devote their time 
and.their energies towards a revision of the laws we 
already have and repeal those that are unnecessary 
and give the individual citizen a chance to develop 
himself and the country will bloom and blossom like 
a rose.” That the people believe this is shown by the 
fact that Governor Colquitt made this his campaign 
platform. He was elected by over 65,000 majority. 


We must remember that this country has reached 
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the stage where there are many industries which can- 
not be conducted on small lines, and because some man, 
or body of men, see that they can economize by uniting 
forces, does not mean that they are dishonest or that 
they should be “probed” by our lawmakers. In too 
many instances these “probes” have two different 
meanings, 








ALREADY the country has begun to feel the effects 
of the Standard Oil decision of the United States 
Effect of the Supreme Court. The whole country 

Standard has breathed a sigh of relief. In New 

Oil York it is said that the sale of stocks 

Decision. and bonds has more than doubled, which 
more than any other one thing reflects the restored 
confidence among investors. From men high up in 
all branches of trade the opinion is the same, that busi- 
ness will now revert back to its natural course and 
that there will be nothing but good effects from the 
decision, 

The fact that this case has been settled has had 
much to do with the general return of confidence, but 
the actual text of the decision has also had a good 
effect because it says, in part, that because a man is 
bigger than the average it is not to be assumed that 
he is bullying others and depriving them of their 
rights. The fact that a corporation has a large capi- 
talization and does a great business is not to be taken 
as evidence that it is a culprit. Big and little, all in- 
dustrial and trading combinations are to be judged by 
their conduct, and unless they are shown to be guilty 
of wrongdoing they are not to be condemned. 








THe country was given another example with the 
big fire at Bangor, Maine, where the loss is placed at 
from $8,000,000 to $12,000,000, a very 
Another serious loss for a city of twenty-five 
Example. thousand inhabitants, the vast majority 
of whom is composed of wage-earners 
and salaried folk whose incomes are derived from the 
diversified industries of the community and in very 
many instances will be cut off, at least temporarily. 
Bangor enjoys the reputation of: being the second in 
the United States in the volume of its lumber output ; 
it has an abundance of capital, and its people are full 
of enterprise and grit of the Yankee sort; the forests 
still stand all about her; and there are her superb 
waterpowers, a deep channel to the sea and admirable 
railroad connections. So the city is sure to be re- 
built as fast as the ruins can be cleared away and 
the necessary materials and labor be secured. 
3ut this time it will be built differently. The in- 
surance men are taking an active interest in telling the 
residents of the burned city what they must do to get 
cheap insurance rates and the city fathers are prepar- 
ing building ordinances which will protect the people 
from their own neglect. The day after the fire people 
began to make plans for rebuilding but instead of 
using the wood which is so close to them, their plans 
call for brick, stone, steel and concrete. Bangor will 
probably never have another such fire ; she has learned 
her lesson. But some other city will take its place 
in the fire list. We do not think of the danger until 
it has overtaken us and then we rebuild in a way 
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that will protect us in future. Truly, a burnt child 
dreads the fire, but it seems as if we must all be burnt 
before we will learn our lesson and protect our prop- 
erty before instead of after the fire.

Pants A see it declared unconstitutional by the 
Again, court of appeals, has decided that the 


best—if not the only—way to meet the 
court’s objection to that enactment is to amend the 
State constitution so as to permit such legislation, Ac- 
cordingly, the machinery for the adoption of such an 
amendment has been set in motion by the introduc- 
tion in the state senate of a measure that provides 
that the legislature may impose such conditions on 
any contracts of employment as shall be designed to 
protect the health or promote the safety and well-being 
of any of the parties thereto or of thé public; it also 
authorizes the legislature to make provision for the 
payment of compensation—with or without the right 
of trial by jury and with or without regard to fault— 
to employes injured by accidents of employment or to 
persons dependent upon them, either by employers, 
or by employers and employes, or otherwise, in such 
manner as the legislature may prescribe. And yet, 
while making its report, the commission makes its own 
recommendations as naught for it goes on with the 
following as part of its report: 

“A possible objection to this proposed amendment 
of the State constitution found even in the minds of 
those who are disposed to favor it is that it would 
leave unaffected the ‘due-process’ clause of the Fed- 
eral Constitution. This is, of course, true; but, in our 
judgment, based on a careful study of recent deci- 
sions of the United States Supreme Court, there is 
good ground for expecting that in interpreting the 
‘due-process’ clause the court will hold that reasonable 
legislation for the establishment of a compulsory com- 
pensation or insurance plan may be sustained as a legi- 
timate exercise of the police power, particularly where 
there is a provision in the constitution of the State 
enacting such legislation which expressly authorizes 
this method of dealing with industrial accidents.” 

The clause referred to says: “No State shall make 
or enforce any law which shall abridge the privileges 
or immunities of citizens of the United ‘States: nor 
shall any State deprive any person of life, liberty or 
property without due process of law.” So it will be 
seen that even if the constitution of the State of New 
York should be changed as suggested, it would be in 
violation of the Constitution of the United States and 
thus would be of no effect. It would take about two 
years for this amendment to become part of the state 
constitution and in the meantime business adjustments 
would have to wait until this law was again “knocked 
out” by the courts. 

The country needs some kind of a system whereby 
the employe and his family can be cared for in case he 
is injured, but we will never have just laws if the 
matter is left to such bodies as the Wainwright com- 
mission. 

What is needed is a law or laws based on the real 
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liability in each case. The employer should stand his 
part but he should not have to stand a loss on account 
of the carelessness of the injured employe, when it 
can be shown that the manufacturer, or employer, 
used due care in protecting him. The professional 
man does not expect to get accident insurance for 
nothing ; neither should any one else.

United States Patent No, 990,884 has been granted 
to Frank S. Lang of Seattle, Wash., on a stove which 
consists of an oven, a fire box arranged at the front

end of the oven and having openings near the upper 
ends of the walls thereof. The walls of the box are so 
disposed as to provide winged compartments. There 
is an ash pit arranged below the fire box at the front 
end of the oven, a frame at the lower end of the fire 
box and provided with openings and notches, a nor- 
mally open grate mounted in the notches of the frame, 
and means for closing the grate to prevent passage of 
air therethrough. The openings of the frame and 
fire box establishing communication between the ash 
pit and the upper part of the fire box by way of the 
winged compartments.

“The mail order houses, which sell less than 7 per 


cent of the goods, dictate the prices which retailers, 
who sell 93 per cent must ask,” he said. “It is a most 
infamous system, and if persisted in will eventually 
destroy the small town. The cause of the trouble is 
special privileges to the few at the expense of the 
many. 

“The producers are organizing to secure a square 
deal: the laboring man is organizing to secure a 
square deal; the manufacturers and jobbers have their 
organizations to get a square deal; now we retailers 


are organizing for the same purpose. In the face of 


















all this it would seem the easiest thing in the world 
to get a square deal. 

“But we don’t get it. The tobacco growers of 
Kentucky get 7 to 12 cents a pound for their product. 
The tobacco trust charges us 43 cents for it, and says 
we must sell it for 45 to 50 cents. The grower, the 
laborer and the retailer get 17 cents, and the tobacco 
trust 26 cents a pound. How do you like it? 

“This is the field in which the state and national as- 
sociations must work if they accomplish their pur- 
pose.” —Trade.

POINTS ON SAFETY RAZORS. 





How to Select the Line—Profits to Be Made—Display, 
Selling, and Advertising Hints. 


BY G. H, DIRHOLD. 

So far as I know, nobody has ever undertaken the 
work of collecting and arranging the many important 
buying and selling points in the profitable marketing 
of safety razors. When I first took my pen to it I had 
but a vague notion of what was coming, but as | wrote 
on I became interested, ideas took shape, facts were 
gathered, a sort of plot developed itself and gained 
substance. The thing somehow got a beginning, a 
middle and end, and here it is: 

Are you making any money selling safety razors? 
Could you make more? If you are not making money 
handling safety razors, why? The man who takes up 
any specialty line because it looks like easy money 
and who is without the necessary knowledge or the 
intent to apply himself to master that business is going 
to fail. There is plenty of room in the retail hardware 
business for good specialty men. A good specialty 
man to me means a man who not only knows the dif- 
ference between a good razor and a poor razor, but 
who has the art of selling and ability to make others 
buy. 

A good specialty man can lead others in any retail 
business, and success in the safety razor business from 
now on is principally a matter of selling. It is a mat- 
ter of making everyone that needs a safety razor have 
one. There are thousands and thousands of people 
who need safety razors. A good specialty man can 
make this large need look like a demand. 

DEMAND UNLIMITED. 

Ask the owner of a good safety razor—having been 
induced to buy and use one—would he do without? 
Thousands who are now needing safety razors but 
who may not know it will feel the same way when 
they own and use one. There is no gamble in the pur- 
chase of safety razors if you use good judgment.

There are millions of old-style razors in the country 
that ought to be replaced by safety razors. Educate 
young men in the difference. Explain the convenience, 
utility and sanitary features of the safety over 
the old style—give the “Reason Why.” There’s room 
for considerable creative salesmanship in the profitable 
exploitation of these goods. What right have you to 
expect a man to buy a safety razor? What is there 
about a safety razor to induce a man to use one? 
What feature is there in safety razors to get people to 


purchase them? Tell these things and tell the hun- 
dreds at your store door. Talk safeties, of course, and 
arouse the shaving spirit gf your town, but do some- 
thing besides merely stocking the goods. 

INVESTIGATE YOUR FIELD. 

The hardware dealer who is keen for quality; the 
discerning buyer who recognizes merit when he sees 
it, who does not mistake price for quality; the man 
who gets at the facts, who doesn’t take the first smooth 
salesman’s “say-so” for it; first looks over the field 
and then determines by comparison and inquiry just 
what safety razor nearly fills his local trade require- 
ments, then buys that particular safety razor that he 
believes will best meet his needs. Treat the stocking 
of safety razors just the same as you would any other 
specialty. It is, after all, the only safe way. 

It may well be said that something like a revolu- 
tion is in progress in the razor industry, owing to the 
growing popularity of the safety razor. For many 
years the sale of safety razors was chiefly restricted 
to persons who had not been able to shave themselves 
successfully with the old-fashioned razor. With the 
constant and steady development going on and the 
improvements being: made today, anyone can use a 
safety without risk of damaging his countenance. The 
modern safety razor is so simple and can be so easily 
manipulated that today for achieving a successful shave 
no special skill, practice or even a steady hand are 
needed. As a result, apart from the fashion of going 
clean shaven, the proportion of persons who now use 
a safety razor is greatly in excess of what it was five, 
four, three, two, or even one year ago. 

The observations here laid down apply to safety 
razors of all makes. By a careful analysis of them 
your next stock purchase will certainly be a safety 
razor of quality and merit and worth its price. Of 
course, not every line of safety razors possesses these 
points, and the wise choice of the line has a great deal 
to do’with the success in building up a permanent 
business; yet, considering the margin of profit to be 
made, the volume of repeat business on razor blades will 
certainly make it worth your while to carefully study 
and analyze the line you intend to stock and sell. 


BY WHOM MADE. 

Look up the concern back of your razor, its stand- 
ing, reputation, size and business dealings—that is 
the safety razor guarantee that makes you safe. Be 
sure the maker you patronize is thoroughly reliable 
and that the safety razor you buy is in no sense exper- 
imental. By a little inquiry you can readily learn 
what success they have had in the marketing of the 
razor offered for your purchase. The actual per- 
formance of the razor itself in the hands of the owners 
is one of the best guides to follow in your purchase. 
The cost of new blades—their quality and upkeep— 
is another good guide to go by. Remember that safe- 
ty razors are not like most purchases in that the re- 
lations between buyer and seller do not cease when 
the sale is made, but practically only begin then, on 
account of the future blades the user is obliged to pur- 
chase. ; 

QUALITY OF THE BLADE. 

Razor steel, such as now generally used, is com- 

posed principally of iron, carbon, and in some cases a 
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very little manganese. This gives the quality of hard- 
ness but does not give toughness or resiliency, both of 
which must be present. But with toughness or resil- 
iency added, the hardness or brittleness disappears en- 
tirely and the cutting edge of your razor is permanent 
and lasting. 

The steel that is very hard and brittle, if it is not 
tough and resilient, gives you a razor‘blade with teeth 
like a saw, so you saw off your beard instead of cut- 
ting it off, and as these teeth are but loosely joined 
together, some of them break off as soon as you begin 
to shave. That makes a notch of a different size and 
the razor begins to pull. It begins to pull out your 
beard instead of sawing it off, just as a carpenter saw 
with some or the teeth gone rips through a board in- 
stead of sawing through it. It is these teeth which 
give the smarting, burning sensation when shaving. 
An edge of this kind often draws blood and does not 
cut the hair, because the hair is drawn between these 
teeth and pulled out instead of being cut off. Of 
course, the various grades of blades look alike, al- 
though the real difference in quality is legion. You 
must depend upon the reputation of the maker, for a 
casual glance will not reveal the grade or quality of 
steel. 


SIMPLICITY AND CLEANABILITY. 


That it is an advantage for a safety razor to be sim- 
ple is obvious. The method of inserting the blade 
should be both simple and easy. The simpler the razor 
is, the less is it liable to get out of order. It will shave 
more smoothly ; friction and wear will be less because 
of fewer parts. The average person buys a complete 
safety razor not more than once or twice in a lifetime. 
Simplicity — durability — service — easy cleaning — is 
therefore a vital consideration. 

The buyer wants to know that his safety razor is 
strongly built; that it will last and do the work ex- 
pected of it. Some safety razors are so intricate that 
they break down at the least strain. They are not 
built for hard usage. Others are short-lived because 
they are cheaply and hastily put together or because 
wrong in principle. 


GENERAL APPEARANCE. 


Any merchant can tell the general character of a 
safety razor by its appearance. The appearance or 
style of your safety razor is important, for first im- 
pressions are strong. The first glance at a book de- 
cides our opinion of the author; the first look at a 
face often decides our opinion of the man. In the same 
sense that “style is the man,” the first impressions of 
the razor you are selling are lasting. 

Where slipshod work appears, that razor is to be 
avoided. Design of the holder and frame, its finish 
and case unmistakably mark the high-grade razor, but 
above all else is quality. The very finest material 
throughout is essential, but the best material alone will 
not bring a razor blade to a high state of shaving per- 
fection. The most skilled workmen are absolutely 
necessary to mold the material into the perfect shaving 
device. 


ADVERTISING AND DEMAND. 


Advertising, demand and quality make satisfied 
safety razor customers. If you would succeed and 
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prosper, Mr. Merchant, don’t stock an unadvertised, 
unguaranteed safety razor, for which you must create 
the market alone and unaided. Just stop and figure it 
out for yourself. Ask yourself if it had not been for 
advertising, what would the safety razor trade amount 
to today? I say advertising has successfully estab- 
lished safety razors in a way that ordinarily would 
have taken at beast twenty years. 

In selling any product you must first find your cus- 
tomer. In every line of business the seller looks for 
the buyer and tries to reach those who can afford to 
buy his wares. Therefore, modern advertising is 
nothing more than a “short cut” between seller and 
buyer. Your customers know and read about adver- 
tised safety razors. The advertising has, therefore, 
done this much of the actual selling for you. Then it 
lessens the introductory work of the salesman, thus 
saving time and enabling him to make a greater num- 
ber of sales. 

KNOW YOUR RAZOR. 

If you do not already shave yourself, I would sug- 
gest that you take a sample of the safety razor you are 
selling and begin at once. If you are shaving yourself 
with any other kind of razor, you should try your 
safety so as to be able to talk about it from your own 
experience. Only in this way will you become thor- 
oughly familiar with it. If you take hold in dead 
earnest you will become enthusiastic about it—you 
will begin to like it—thoroughly understand it—and 
have so much confidence in it that you cannot fail to 
talk, show and demonstrate it in a way so that you 
can easily make sales and more sales. 

Furthermore, if you get into the habit of shaving 
yourself, taking out and putting back the blades, you 
will soon learn to handle and demonstrate your safety 
like an expert. And, do you know, there is all the 
difference in the world in the way you handle and 
demonstrate a safety razor? If you learn to take it 
apart and put it together quickly and easily, without 
any apparent effort, you will convey a good impression 
to your customers. On the other hand, if you are awk- 
ward and clumsy about it, and let the blades drop 
and are slow in taking it out and putting it back, you 
will certainly create an unfavorable impression to the 
trade. 

The way for you to properly manipulate a safety 
razor easily and quickly is to shave with it constantly, 
and even if you did not want to use it, I urge you at 
least to take out and put in the blades often enough to 
learn to do it well and thoroughly, in a way that will 
cause your customers to take favorable notice. 


LEARN THE DEMONSTRATING GAME, 


Let us now consider the practical sales-making 
demonstration on safety razors. It should contain, 
first, a good, attractive razor which wins the prospect’s 
attention and prompts him to go further into its usage 
and merits. Second, description and explanation 
which gains his interest by featuring the merit and 
satisfaction of the safety razor in his own mind, 
Third, demonstration or proof which creates desire 
for the razor by showing its value and advantage. 
Fourth, economy and convenience, which gives him a 
particular and extra reason for buying your safety 
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razor. And last, but not least, the trial offer, which 
makes it easy and safe for him to buy and prompts 
him to act at once. 

You can sell safety razors and more safety razors if 
you will study its features, learn to demonstrate it, to 
talk it and show it, and put yourself earnestly and en- 
thusiastically into the work. 

SELLING TALK, 

If I were a salesman behind a counter and wanted to 
sell you a safety razor, I would talk to you something 
like this: 

“Now, Mr. Jones, I want to show you a brand-new 
shaving device. It is a device that I consider the best 
safety razor ] have ever come across in all my life. 
Before stocking this razor, I investigated all other 
safety razors carefully, and I honestly believe I have 
now secured just the safety razor for the average 
man like yourself, who don’t want to be bothered with 
the extra trouble of keeping an old-fashioned razor in 
condition. 

“You will enjoy a shave with this razor because 
you can shave in less time and with more freedom. 
You can shave clean and close and there will be no 
irritation, no hot, feverish skin, because this razor 
leaves your face cool, fresh and clean. 

“This safety razor is guaranteed to cut any beard 
that ever grew. You can go into and clean up all the 
corners with this razor. The corners of the blade are 
so protected that you cannot cut or gouge your face. 
If necessary, you can even shave the back of your 
neck, and, all in all, I consider it the most perfect de- 
vice and scientific safety razor ever devised for taking 
the beard off the face. 

“It is in every sense a safe, handy, ready razor, al- 
ways convenient for instant use. ~No care of the blades 
is necessary, no honing or stropping. It is perfectly 
simple in construction, easy to clean; just a single 
movement releases or inserts the blade. The holder, 
you will notice, is all in one piece. There are no parts 
to adjust, nothing to learn, nothing to get out of fix or 
order. 

“Every stroke of this razor gives comfort and satis- 
faction to your face. It doesn’t matter whether you 
have a thick beard, a tough beard or a blue beard, this 
razor will cut it clean without irritation and without 
that uncomfortable burning sensation. 


“Let me show you how this razor works. I want 
you to notice the hang and angle. Notice particularly 
the angle at which you would naturally place it against 
your face is the angle at which it shaves with the 
greatest comfort and ease. Then it also has the added 
advantage of a safety guard which permits of the 
slanting stroke without the slightest danger of cut- 
ting your face. Never make the mistake of pulling 
straight down—use a series of slanting strokes, diag- 
onally back and forth like this. This motion of the 
razor cuts the beard rapidly and cleanly, yet never 
scratches and never pulls. Now, examine the blades 
—notice they are wafer-thin and will take an edge so 
sharp, a temper so hard and tough that no cutting im- 
plement has ever been known to compare with it. This 
insures their cutting the heaviest beard easily and 
quickly, and every blade will shave the average man 
from ten to fifteen times.”’ 
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DEALERS’ SELLING SERVICE. 


Perhaps too little thought is given to the prepara- 
tion of practical selling helps for the retailer. Usual- 
ly the selling suggestions are lifeless and the talk dull. 
The tendency is rather towards “stunts” and quantities 
of matter rather than a real, earnest effort to reach 
the dealer with sound, practical selling helps. 

Now, I know of at least one safety razor manufac- 
turer who, as many merchants know, maintains what 
he calls “A Dealers’ Selling Service.” In one of his 
recent monthly trade bulletins he takes his customers 
into his confidence and talks to them something like 
this: “Mr. Merchant, you and I are in partnership. 
I make safety razors. You sell them. If I sell you 
a dozen safety razors and they lie in your show case 
for a whole year you wouldn’t buy another, would 
you? SoI don’t consider my safety razors really sold 
until you sell them. 

“As a direct aid in helping you sell safety razors 
and more safety razors, our Dealers’ Selling Service is 
at your command. The more you use it, the better 
satisfied we shall be. Suppose, instead of depending 
entirely on your own resources, you could ask ques- 
tions of selling specialists—men who make a study of 
retail sales problems—and get personal advice free, 
wouldn’t it prove of tremendous selling advantage to 
you? Of course it would. 

“Suppose you want an idea for a novel window dis- 
play; a suggestion for trimming your show case; a 
layout for a circular, dodger or newspaper advertise- 
ment; a practical selling talk for every customer ; how 
to cause every demonstration to make sales and repeat 
sales for you? 

“These are just samples of questions that our brand- 
new Dealers’ Selling Service Department can answer 
for you promptly, accurately, efficiently and effect- 
ively. 

Of course, this is a great big undertaking—so big 
that only a very comprehensive organization could un- 
dertake it—but it isn’t an experiment or an attempt. 
We are ‘making good,’ as the saying goes, every day 
in the week. ‘The proof of the pudding is in the eat- 
ing,’ and our customers come back again and again 
for more advice and to ask more questions. It means, 
of course, that we are spending thousands of dollars 
to give our customers the most recent, practical, help- 
ful information that will aid them to sell safety razors 
and more safety razors.” 


UNLIMITED FIELD. 

The average business or professional man can and 
does use a good safety razor twice as often as the old 
style razor or the services of the skilled barber. The 
right kind of safety razor is always ready to shave 
without “honing” or “stropping,” and it needs no wait- 
ing, apology or sympathy from barber or customer on 
the hot day, the half holiday and the rush period on 
a busy day. The right kind of safety razor has now 
cut its “eye teeth,” so to-speak, having passed through 
and survived the infantile period of croup, mumps, 
measles, etc., being today a full-grown, robust, healthy 
business proposition for the hardware trade. There 
are safety razors, of course, which were born trouble- 
makers, like a sickly colt or a balky horse. Now, Mr. 
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Dealer, the only kind of safety razor your prospective 
customer should be shown by you is the fully tested, 
carefully tried razor, if you want him to feel kindly 
toward you six months after he buys it. 


AN INTERESTING EXPERIENCE. 


The practice of wholesalers to assist retailers in the 
advertising and sale of staple goods is now followed 
more and more by those firms who have a clear con- 
ception of the value of publicity as an aid to assist the 
retailers in disposing of their wares. As the advertis- 
ing manager of a large manufacturer recently put it: 
“We earnestly feel that our safety razor deserves the 
best possible advertising, that it will bear telling about 
forcibly and repeatedly. We know that it accom- 
plishes all that we claim for it. We know that it gives 
satisfaction and saves money for every man who uses 
it. We are thoroughly convinced that every man who 
shaves ought to use it, and our advertising problem 
consists simply in telling this truth as plainly as it can 
be told. Hardware advertising is a matter of growth 
and development with every business, be it large or 
small. Retailers must be educated to it and they must 
be taught how to use this business force. 

“Early in our experience we went to one of our 
dealers in a large city and had him make up for us a 
list of 100 representative names who had purchased 
safety razors, the purchases going back in some cases 
over twelve months, asking the person if he was sat- 
isfied with the safety razor, and if so, would he not be 
willing to send in the names of three or four of his 
friends who not only were interested in safety razors, 
but knew of the good results he was securing from 
his safety? To these letters 80 replies were received. 
and 65 of these 8o letters were in the form of strong 
testimonies as to the merits of their safety razor, and 
concluded by giving the names of from three to six 
of their friends who were interested in safety razors. 
These extra names provided an excellent list for some 
forceful ‘direct to consumer’ mail advertising, and 
the results achieved fully convinced this firm that ad- 
vertising of this nature not only paid, but paid well, 
and that money spent in advertising wotld produce 
just the results for which they had hoped.” 
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AMERICAN REVOLVERS IN SCOTLAND. 





High-grade American revolvers are in favor in 
Scotland, judging from the praise given them by 
sportsmen and others in Dunfermline. For simplicity 
of construction, durability, and accuracy of fire, users 
in this district say that they are unexcelled. Several 
American revolvers purchased some 10 years ago and 
used almost continuously since are still in perfect order. 
New American automatic pistols are attracting favor- 
able notice also. A limited field for the sale of Ameri- 
can small arms ‘in Scotland for use in practice and in 
the open gunning season among the moorlands and 
highlands could be found among sportsmen generally. 
The best way to reach this trade would be through the 
commercial houses in London, Edinburgh, and Glas- 
gow, and by placing a few revolvers on sale in the 
largest towns and villages leading to gunning pre- 
serves or moorlands. 
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ACCIDENT PREVENTION AND RELIEF. 


The increased demand for beneficent liability legis- 
lation, the keener recognition of the appeal to justice 
and humanity for compensation to the injured that 
the problem of occupational accidents presents, have 

+ brought a general awakening to the need of radical 
changes in our industrial system. Here and 
state legislatures have enacted, according to the‘r 
light, measures calculated to afford proper compensa- 
tion in cases of accidents however occurring. Many 
systems that have proved sound in practice and equit- 
able in operation, from the standpoint of both the 
employer and workman. Such

A notable contribution to the literature of this sub- 
ject and, in fact, to the history of industrial and 
social progress, is the hook, “Accident Prevention and 
Relief,” by Messrs. Schwedtman and Emery, special 
commissioners appointed by the National Association 
of Manufacturers to study the subject named. In the 
course of their investigation they visited England, 
Germany, Frartce, Austria, Hungary, Belgium, Hol- 
land, Switzerland and Italy, making a special examina 
tion of the accident prevention institutions located in 
Amsterdam, Paris, Brussels, Berlin, Munich, Vienna, 

suda-Pest, Zurich and Milan. 

The volume deals exclusively with accident preven- 
tion and accident relief for injured workers and their 
dependents, and as it was found that the methods of 
Germany and England contain practically all the prin- 
ciples and experience which are required for the build- 
ing up of a sound system in the United States, the 
work describes with much care the regulations of these 
two countries, throwing such light upon various other 
national systems as seems necessary to convey a com- 
plete understanding of the whole subject. 

The book is copiously illustrated with half tones, 
charts and diagrams in color and in two bindings, half 
morocco at $15.00 and cloth at $10.00. It is published 
by the National Association of Manufacturers, Termi- 
nal Bldg., 30 Church St., New York City.

Texas is one of the States in the Union that have a 
law absolutely prohibiting the sale of pocket firearms. 
The law is openly evaded by some hardware and 
sporting goods stores by renting pistols and revolverss 
This sign is often seen in a sporting goods store, “We 
rent pistols; we do not sell them.” In renting a re- 
volver a payment equal to the regular retail selling 
price of the revolver, plus 50 cents for the first day’s 
rent, is required. Every renter is required to register 
in a book. Thus the renting of a pistol virtually is the 
same as a sale. The only objection that dealers have 
to the law is that it makes fewer sales, because many 
people do not like the red tape they are obliged to go 
through. Consequently many orders are sent to the 
mail order houses.

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Heating and Ventilating 


A NEW METHOD OF HEATING. 











Dr. Percy Wilde writing in the London Times tells 
of a new system of heating which will be of interest 
to our readers. 

“It is a fallacy to compare methods of heating rooms 
by the simple application of the thermometer. Thus, 
given a room to be heated for 10 or 12 hours a day, 
the various methods of heating, in order of cheapness, 
will run as follows: (1) Hot water or steam radia- 
tors; (2) anthracite or closed coal stoves; (3) open 
coal fires; (4) gas stoves; (5) electric stoves. 

Both the first two methods depend upon heating 
the air of the room by convected heat from metal 
at a high temperature. This decomposes the air of 
the room and renders it prejudicial to health. The 
coal and gas fires give radiant heat, which warms 
the objects in the room and only warm the air by 
the convected heat derived from them. This means 
that the air of the room is warmed by convected heat 
at a low temperature, which is alone sanitary. The 
fifth method, electric heating, is simply futile and has 
nothing to recommend it either on the score of ef- 
ficiency, economy, or hygiene. 

The gas and the coal fires are not economical be- 
cause a current of cold air is passing through the fire 
to the chimney or flue pipe, which not only carries 
away the heat, but prevents its proper radiation. The 
whole problem of heating resolves itself into this: (1) 
Get rid of the flue pipe or chimney; (2) condense all 
the fumes; (3) allow none to escape into the room. 

This is regarded as a scientific impossibility. Yet 
I write in a room where this process has been work- 
ing for many months. It is a large room, and the cost 
of heating by gas is 4d (% cent) per hour. The 
method has not yet been made public, but until it has, 
discussion upon the subject of domestic heating can 
lead to no result. The latest discoveries will revolu- 
tionize all our thoughts, and gas will prove the most 
economical, convenient, and hygienic method of heat- 
ing.” 

A week later the London Times published the fol- 
lowing description of the new room-heating device: 

“In the condensing gas stove referred to by Dr. 
Percy Wilde in his letter last week the fumes from 
the burnt gas rise into a flat, oblong tank, about 3 
feet long, which forms the top of the stove. Thence 
they are conducted by four tubes, also about 3 feet 
long, down to a similar tank, which constitutes the 
base. This tank contains water and slaked lime, and 
the fumes, cooled by their circulation through the 
apparatus and by contact with the water, pass round 
to meet the hot fumes in the flue behind the burners. 
The result is rapid condensation, with production of 
a vacuum, which causes the draft necessary to draw 
air into the fire. The water of condensation absorbs 
the carbonic acid, and, trickling down into the bottom 
tank, combines with the lime, forming carbonate of 
lime, which, being insoluble, is precipitated. As the 
slaked lime is used up, the carbonic acid combines 
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with the carbonate of lime to form bicarbonate, which 
is soluble, and the solution, when its amount becomes 
excessive through the constant additions of con- 
densed water, is drawn off by a small tap. It is stated 
that 8 pounds of slaked lime will last 5 or 6 months 
before being dissolved with a fire consuming 8 or Io 
cubic feet of gas an hour, and burning, say, 12 hours 
a day. Radiant heat is emitted from the burners, 
which are of the Bunsen type, heating asbestos 
strings, through a tale front, while the metal surfaces 
of the top tank and the pipes that lead to the bottom 
tank, the temperatures of which it is said do not ex- 
ceed 100° C., gently warm the air of the room by con- 
vection.” :

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PATTERNS FOR COLLAR AND FLANGE TO 
FIT AROUND A STACK PROJECTING 
THROUGH AN INCLINED ROOF. 











BY O. W. KOTHE. 


In reply to the query of S. M. Kline, Jasonville, 
Ind., in the May 6 number of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, 
in regard to the method of developing collar and 
flange (better known as roof jack and flange for boiler 
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this case only one lock with lap is shown in plan; the 
other must be made directly opposite, as in point 4. 
In the side elevation you are looking parallel with the 
roof and through the collar, so to speak, while in the 
section you are looking parallel with the roof and 
through the collar, flange and stack. The sections 
“A” and “B” show you how the collars look when 
formed in shape, including clamps and angles riveted 
on, as shown by W. To develop this problem with the 
least possible work, proceed by first drawing the roof 
line to its required pitch, then construct the side ele- 
vation to the required diameter, and describe a half 
or whole circle having the same diameter as the eleva-

stacks), the development for the collar portion is the 
same as for an elbow having a given miter line, while 
the opening is developed the same as the opening for 
a ventilator or similar articles, and the flange is de- 
veloped exactly the same as a large funnel, or a taper- 
ing joint of pipe. To first explain the layout of the 
drawings that are here shown, the plan shows the 
view looking down from the top into the stack, of 
which the inner circle represents the stack, the next 
one the collar, and the half circle the half plan of the 
flange; the rectangle represents the flat iron to which 
the collar is riveted. As will be seen that this collar 
and flange must be made in two pieces, however, in 





tion. Note:—A half circle may be described from 
the center (/), thus intersecting points (g and #) in 
the side elevation; this saves drawing the plan. Now 
divide the half circle in any number of equal spaces, 
and from these points drop lines until they reach the 
roof line, as shown by 1’,2’, 3’ etc. For the pattern 
of the collar, take all the spaces from the half circle 
and step them off, as shown by 4, 3, 2, I, etc., in pat- 
tern {‘A,” also 4, 5, 6, 7 in pattern “B;” then drop the 
vertical stretchout lines. Next project horizontal lines 
from points 1’, 2’, 3’, 4’ in the roof line until they 
reach lines having the same number in pattern “A,” 
as indicated by 1’, 2’, 3’, 4’; now trace a line through 
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these points of intersection, and the pattern for the 
lower half of the collar is complete. Now from 
points 4’, 5’, 6’, 7’ project horizontal lines to the right 
until they reach lines in the stretchout having the 
same number as shown by 4’, 5’, 6’, 7’, etc.; then 
trace a line through these points and allow edges for 
clamps, and the pattern for the upper half, “B”’ is 
finished. The pattern for the opening is developed by 
taking a paper strip with straight edges as shown in 
its proper position by “M,” then from points 1’, 2’, 3’, 
etc., in the roof line project lines at right angles to 
the roof line onto the paper strip as shown by 1, 2, 3, 
etc., on the paper strip “M.” Now take two pieces 
of paper or iron large enough for the roof flange and 
place them in the position as shown by D, E, F and G, 
with sufficient lap as shown by o-u. Next take the

compass equal to X S and X R, using any place as X’ ;

‘no numbers in the paper strip “N,” for the simple rea- 


son that numbers would not correspond in the pattern 
for opening. In order to make the numbers corre- 
spond a front elevation showing the true miter line 
would first have to be developed, thus involving double 
the work, especially as it is not needed in this case, 
as the same results were obtained with the method 
shown. The pattern for the flange is developed by 
first drawing the center line as in the middle of stack 
in section, then draw the elevation for flange and de- 
scribe the half circle, as shown by section “C;” next 
divide in equal spaces, then extend the line R S$ until 


Through the center of it likewise draw c f indefinitely, 
and through the center in the opposite direction, draw 
a b, indefinitely. From the lines U W and V X set 
off Y a and Z b respectively, each in length equal to 
the slant height oi the article, as shown by G E and 
H F of the elevation. Through a and 6b respectively 
draw M N and O P, parallel to U W and V X, and 
in length equal to the corresponding sides in the plan 
A B, and C D, placing one-half that length each way 
from the points in a and b. 

In like manner set off e f and d c, also equal to G E, 
and draw through c¢ and f lines R Q and T S, parallel 
to the ends of the pattern of the top part as already 
shown, and in length equal to A B and C D of plan. 
Draw M U,N W,T X,P X,OV and RV, and O U 
and S W, thus completing the pattern sought. 

In the same general way the pattern may be 
described including the bottom instead of the top, if 
it be required that way. 

Considering this problem in the light of miter cut- 
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ting proper, 4 ] K C and C K L D may be regarded 
as the plan of two similar moldings of which E G is 
the profile, A J, K C and L D being the miter lines. 
a. Y is the stretchout line, drawn at right angles to 
CG D, while M N and U W are the measuring lines 
representing respectively the points G and E of profile. 
The points C and K are then dropped into their re- 
spective measuring lines, thus locating the points M 
and U at one end of the pattern, while points N and W 
are derived from L and D at other end.

PAINTING METAL CEILING. 


The manufacturers of metal ceilings that are to have 
the glazed effect, after stamping the sheets dip these 
in a thin liquid, composed of varnish and naphtha, to 
which has been added some zinc white, but not enough 
to make the coating opaque; on the contrary, some- 
what translucent. When the metal is in place, the 
painter gives one or more coats of similar nature, tint- 
ed to meet requirements. 

The first coat should be either raw or boiled linseed 
oil; if the former is used, then add a little litharge to 
help its drying. Don’t add any pigment to the primer 
for a steel ceiling; white lead will cause the steel to 
rust. After this has been primed you may apply any 
sort of good paint. 

Metal ceilings should be washed with salsoda water 
or benzine, to remove the grease before painting. 

A painter, writing to the Carter Times on this sub- 
ject, says: 

“Metal or steel ceilings for storerooms have be- 
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come universally popular, and many of our painters in 
the smaller towns are not painting and decorating them 
to the best advantage. In order to get the best effect 
and properly distribute the light over the room, you 
should not use a gloss paint. Gloss paint becomes 
dirty and looks worn just as quickly as a paint that is 
flat or without gloss. 

“One of our best decorators uses the following meth- 
od,.which can always be relied upon: Dust all the 
dirt and clean grease spots from the metal; mix your 
first coat of white lead, half raw linseed oil and half 
turpentine ; tint same to the color you desire to finish 
with. When dry, coat over with a mixture of white 
lead thinned to the desired consistency with pure tur- 
pentine, tinted the same as first coat. The effect of this 
last coat can be improved upon by stippling it as you 
proceed with coating. The decorative work may be 
varied according to the price you get and the taste of 
the painter who does the work. 

“Nothing looks so unprofessional to the trained eye 
as a finely designed metal ceiling ‘smeared’ over with 
a cheap ‘ready-mixed’ or gloss paint. Do not do cheap 
work on this class of painting, as it will add absolutely 
nothing to your credit or will it make you any profit. 

“The flat effect does not show the defects as does 
the gloss finish, Do not spoil a steel ceiling with gloss 
paint.”"—The Master Painter. 
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COLORING TIN SOLDER. 





To color tin solder yellow first prepare a saturated 
solution of blue vitriol in water, dip a polishing-stick 
into it, with which the place to be soldered is moisten 
ed. Touch the spot thus moistgned with an iron or 
steel wire or rod. If this is frequently repeated, cop- 
per will be deposited. To produce yellow color, the 
spot is moistened with a mixture of one part of satu- 
rated aqueous solution of white vitriol and two parts 
of blue vitriol solution, by means of a zinc rod. The 
spot is to be finally rubbed with gilding powder, and 
polished with the burnisher. In the case of gilded ob- 
jects the coppered spot should be coated, with a thin 
covering of gum or isinglass solution, dusted with 
bronze-powder, and, after drying, brushed smooth. 
For silver articles the coppered place is to be rubbed 
with silvering-powder, brushed and polished.

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Trade Report. 


‘ HARDWARE. 

The hardware trade remains about the same as it 
was last week and there are no important changes in 
price in any of the various lines. The trade has been 
better the past week than it has been for several weeks 
and jobbers and wholesalers report a very good busi- 
ness, with a promising outlook for a decided increase 
for the next three weeks. The return of confidence 
in general lines of business has had its effect on the 
hardware trade, and the crop indications being better 
than ever before makes active buying on the part of 
the farmers and the country trade generally. There 
seems to be a general opinion among hardware men 

_that the trade is entering upon a season which will be 
very promising in the amount of business done. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.80 per keg. The base price is $1.80 at the mill 
for carloads and $1.95 at the mill for less than car- 
loads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for job- 
bers is $1.95 per keg. The base price is $2 for full 
carloads at the mill and $2.10 for less than carloads at 
the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.98; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.03, $2.10 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $1.98; retailers’ car lots, $2.05, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.98, and to retailers in car lots, $2.05. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound, 
net. 





TIN PLATE. 


While new business in tin plate is still within small 
compass, specifications are continuing to come in quite 
satisfactorily. The general industry is not running 
as full as it did a month ago, but it is expected that 
shipments during the next few months will be heavy. 

Quite a few specifications are now coming to the 
mills and it is expected that shipments will come in 
quite heavy during the next few months. Prices con- 
tinue to hold steady. 

The present price for tin plate to retailers, f. o. b. 
Chicago, is $8.90 for 100-pound 20x28. 





SHEETS. 


There has been no definite increase in orders in 
the sheet market, despite the numerous predic- 
tions in some quarters that the stagnation of April 
could not last any longer. There have been three 
weeks of very poor buying, with no noticeable change 
in either direction, although individual producers have 
found considerable variation from day to day and 
from week to week. What may be regarded as a dis- 
tinctly unfavorable feature in the situation is the fact 
that most of the light lines, which normally have pret- 
ty steady buying, as contrasted with the lines in which 
large single orders are booked, are as a rule just as 
quiet as the heavy lines. 





The Chicago price to retailers is $3.75 out of store 
per 100 pounds No. 28 gauge, galvanized. 





COPPER. 


The copper market opened with very little encour- 
agement to be noted in regard to the general copper sit- 
uation. The undertone was still easy and weak and 
speculative interest was at a low point in both the.do- 
mestic and foreign markets. Although the independ- 
ent interests are still underselling the Amalgamated, 
it is still difficult to dispose of the electrolytic at 12%c, 
30 days. On the call at the Metal Exchange the mar- 
ket was weak and outside of some revision of asked 
prices and slightly lower bid quotations on the more 
distant poistions here there was not much change. The 
London market opened easy and closed firm. Sales 
were 500 tons spot and 300 tons futures. The arrivals 
at New York were 275 tons of bars and ores from 
Chile and Peru. Exports amounted to 2,165 tons, 
making the total exports so far this month 12,175 tons. 





TIN. 


There was an unsettled condition to the tin market 
at the close of the week, and in view of the irregular 
prices business was within small compass. The do- 
mestic market for the week showed a decline of about 
1 cent, and the London market showed a net decline of 
£3 for spot, while futures were only about 10s lower. 
At the opening of the week a slightly firmer tendency 
developed in sympathy with the advance in London, 
but the consumptive demand was light, while resale 
lots were offered here at considerably below the for- 
eign limits. Then followed a weaker tone abroad, 
with freer offerings here of resale lots at concessions. 
There were further evidences that the foreign syndi- 
cate was endeavoring to realize on its foreign hold- 
ings, and such sales as were made were believed to 
have been for syndicate account. At the close the 
American market did not seem to respond to the syndi- 
cate’s endeavor to realize and there was in conse- 
quence more or less pressure to sell on the part of 
both speculators and consumers. It is reported that 
quite a few consumers other than steel interests, which 
are supposed to be working with the syndicate abroad, 
have been pressing the metal for sale both in this sec- 
tion and in the interior. 


LEAD. 


While the lead market held its own, there was no 
upward tendency manifested and producers were un- 
able to realize more for their produce than $56 to $58 
for their 80 per cent grades. 

In spite of the curtailment and the evident drawing 
upon the smelter ore stocks, the different competi- 
tors for the Joplin lead ores held their bids down, 
though scraping the field over for every available ton 
that could be secured at the offered prices. The situ- 
ation is tense and interesting, offering the ore pro- 
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ducers of the district the only semblance of real com- 
petition that it has had for some time. 





SPELTER. 

The spelter market is a shade easier, with some 
producers offering to sell prompt shipment basis 5.20 
f. o. b. East St. Louis; June, July and August at 5.15. 
Demand continues very slack. 





ALUMINUM. 
Business in aluminum is quiet and prices are un- 
chariged. 
Prices per pound, in ton lots, are as follows: No. 1 
pure ingot, 21@23c; rods and wire, base price, 31I¢, 
and sheets, 33c base price. 


ANTIMONY. 

The market for antimony is dull and prices are 
weak and irregular. 

Prices are 9.00@g.50c for Cookson’s, 8.75@9.25¢ 
for Hallett’s and 8.00@8.50c for ordinary brands. 
The London market is quoted at £34 10s for Hallett’s 
and £33 10s for ordinary brands. 


IRON BARS. 
There is a moderate demand for iron bars and the 
market is rather easy.

COKE. 


The coke market continues dull and shows father 
an easier tendency. For the week ended May 6 there 
were active 25,180 ovens in the Connellsville district 
out of a total of 39,399, the production being 380,367 
tons, with shipments of 9,010 cars. 

For standard Connellsville 72-hour foundry coke 
$2.00@2.25 is quoted for shipments over first half of 
this year. Standard 48-hour Connellsville coke is 
quoted at $1.65@1.75 for shipment over the next six 
months. 


PIG IRON. 

Business in the iron market during the entire week 
was unusually quiet, such lots as were booked being 
of small proportions and generally to meet the imme- 
diate requirements of foundries. There has been con- 
siderable solicitation on the part of selling interests 
and such business as has been done has been mainly 
through their own endeavors. While the furnace in- 
terests are holding for full values, and have not re- 
duced their selling schedule following the lower price 
quoted for ores or the general decrease in demand, 
it is quite evident that some of the Buffalo furnaces 
have been selling at least 25 per cent lower than their 
schedule for delivery in the eastern district, which is 
about on the level with southern iron at the basis of 
$10.50. On the other hand, in eastern Pennsylvania 
the production has been light, and in view of the fair- 
ly good shipments prices are holding about steady. 
Virginia iron is also holding about steady at the fur- 
nace. Some eastern pipe works, which have been 
sounding the market for lower grades, find that stand- 
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ard northern forge is not available below $14.75 de- 
livered in the east. An inquiry is still in from the 
government for 200 tons of standard low phosphorus 
iron for the Watertown (Mass.) arsenal. 
stacked in the yards of the independent companies is 
estimated at close to 2,000,000 tons, or about a month’s 
production of the country.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, O., say in their weekly 
report: 

The market is quiet, with buying of the lightest descrip- 
tion. The reports of blast furnaces going out continue, and 
production will undoubtedly have a sharp curtailment during 
May. 

Now and then is heard a rumor of inquiry for round 
tonnage, but in most cases these are more in the nature of 
sounding the market than with any sincere intent, and results 
are not noticeable. 

There is perhaps a little more range in prices, but this 
has not resulted in increasing sales. 

Rails and structural steel have improved during the week, 
and the outlook is better. Changes in the last few days in 
financial markets, due to legal decisions, have as yet had 
no influence on pig iron, and it will be a question as to when 
the effect in this direction is felt. 

Coke is slow, as the result of the decrease in blast fur- 
nace operation. Production and movement are also being 
curtailed.

Furnaces are being 
blown out in every district and it is not thought that today 
as much iron is being made as is being consumed. The sur- 
plus stock of iron in the hands of producers has been a 
regular blanket of lead. As a matter of fact the stocks on 
hand constitute a supply of only a few weeks, yet the iron 
market is such a peculiar thing that unless there is a positive 
famine no one is really happy. In other commodities a fair 
stock on hand is considered in the light of a reasonable 
working balance, but not so in pig iron. 

Prices are now at a point where there is no profit to the 
makers. In most cases there is a loss, and naturally this is a 
situation that cures itself, for no business can long run under 
such conditions.
